In factories, in fields, in all forms 


of industrial and agricultural work, 
they labor side by side with the men, 
receiving the same 
pay and the 


same privileges for the same work. 
Encourage Women Working. 


To encourage wider induction of 
women into the ranks of workers, 
the government is making special 
efforts to provide facilities for re- 
lieving them of all domestic drudg- 
ery. Extensive measures have been 
taken for the care of children in 
day nurseries 
and kindergartens. 
Communal dining rooms are. made 
available both to them, and to the 
husband. Communal laundries also 
are provided. 
When approcahing motherhood, 


factory and agricultural workers are 
allowed four months cessation from 
work with full pay; office workers 
are given three months.

Brisben Walker, nationally known 
publisher, engineer and crusader for 
world peace and other causes, died 
today at his home in Brooklyn. He 
'was 84:

He was formerly publisher 
and 
editor of the Cosmopolitan maga- 
zine and owner of the Stanley pat- 
ents for steam automobiles, a busi- 
ness which he organized from coast 
to coast. 


Along with other activities which 


crowded his long life, he was a 
rancher, educator, road builder, hu- 
manitarian, politicisan, farmer and 
soldier in a Chinese army. 
Born in the Monogahela river 


vallev, Pennsylvania, he was edu- 
cated at Georgetown college, Wash- 
ington, and West Point. After re- 
signing his cadetship he went to 
China and served for two years in 
the Chinese army. 


Wiped Out in Panic. 


Returning to the United States in 


1870, 
he engaged in iron manufac- 
turing in the Kanawha valley, West 
Virginia. When the panic of 1873 
came he believed himself 
worth 


S500.000. but when it was ended he 
was penniless. 
Then he went into journalism, 


getting his start by writing a series 
of articles on minerals and manu- 
factures for the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Gazette. That led him to 
the 
managing editorship of the 
Pittsburgh Telegraph and the edi- 
tor's chair of the Washington Daily 
Chronicle- 
After three years of journalism, 
he went into farming and intro- 
duced alfalfa, foundation of many 
fortunes, on a 1.600-acre farm he

SAN FRANCISCO, July 
7—(if)— 


Flames left blackened wastes in 
more than a dozen different parts of 
California today as hundreds of 
weary fire fighters continued efforts 
to subdue the blazes in heat-stricken 
hills and plains. 


Mountain towns, ranch house*, 


herds of cattle, stands of timber, 
ripened grain and valuable pasture 
fell before 
the 
onslaught 
of fire 


yesterday and early today. 


A force of 700 men used every 


possible fire fighting trick in an at- 
tempt to control a 25,000 acre blase 
which swept up three sides of Mount 
Diablo, Contra Costa county. Early 
today damage was estimated by fire 
officials at $100,000. Several stands 
of timber and 500 head of cattle 
were destroyed. 


Summer Homes Threatened. 
The fighters were attempting to 


keep the blaze, which at times 
burned on a fourteen mile front, 
from Marsh Creek canyon, on the 
west slope of the mountain, where

Amount To Be Raised By 


Taxation Will Be 


About Same. 


With members of the city council 


busy writing their budget estimates 
for 1931-32, it was indicated Tues- 
day morning that the amount of 
money to be raised by taxation for 
general operating expenses will not 
be increased materially, if any, over 
the amount that was appropriated a 
year ago. In any event, for the sec- 
ond year the council will refuse to 
levy up to the lull amount allowed 
under the provisions of the charter 
amendment approved by the people 
last fall. 


A year ago had they desired the 


commiSoioners could have 
levied 


$800.000. Instead the aggregate was 
S759.700 of which but 90 per cent, 
or $683.640 was available for expen- 
diture. For the coming year it will 
be possible to levy S815.000. the 
charter providing that beginning 
September 1. $15.000 may be added 
to the appropriation annually for 
general expenses, unless in doing so 
the aggregate exceeds 7=i mills on 
the total assessed valuation of the 
citv as found by the county as- 
sessor. Total To Be Larger. 


The total appropriations will be 


considerably larger than ever before 
as a result of the erection of new 
buildings on Market Square, 
the 


j street department garage and gaso- 
i line station at Nineteenth and Q 
i streets, and }he Ashland water pro- 
ject. 


Not all of the money that will be 
spent for thcfc improvements wi31 
come from taxation. The new gaso- 
line station will be paid for from 
receipts of the station.

W. A. Adams, head of Mount Wilson 
observatory, said today he doubted 
the discovery of a. new planetoid of 
the size and distance from the earth 
as that described in dispatches from 
Kyoto, Japan. 
"It seems impossible a planetoid 


of that size and bulk 180,000,000 
miles from the earth could have es- 
caped discovery before," said Dr. 
Adams. "This one is calculated to 
be 11,000 miles in diameter. 
The 


earth and Venus are around 8,000 
miles in diameter, so this would 
make the reported new planetoid 
considerably larger than either. Its 
size would make it a planet rather 
than a planetoid."'

ON THE FAT OF THE LAND 


After viewing the A. A. U. games in Lincoln over 


the glorious Fourth. Mr. Avery Brundage, the presi- 
dent of the organization, might well have joined the 
poet in saying: 


"111 fares the land, to hastening ills a prey, 
"Where wealth accumulates and men decay." 


It was not that records were not broken, because 


they were. One of the fleetest, flashiest groups of 
athletes ever gathered in a group for the A. A. TJ. 
games compiled a number of remarkable perform- 
ances on the track and in the 
field 
events. Mr. 


Brundage's concern arises from the; fact America is 
not developing long distanre runners. In the sprints 
?ncl the dashes, and in the middle distance runs 
Uncle Sam is doing very well. His hurdlers, jumpers, 
vaultcrs and weight men are entirely satisfactory. But 
when it comes to the long, grinding, wearing strain of 
reeling off mile after mile, it seems those who are 
fitted for it have no stomach for such arduous exer- 
tion and those who do enter are not qualified. 
"There really is very little importance attached to 
the continued domination of the United States in the 
Olympics, which are to be staged here in this country 
for the first time in 1932. It might be a badly needed 
tonic if Germany, or some of the other European 
countries which are coming rapidly to the front in all 
forms of outdoor athletics, particularly track, should 
walk away with Olympic honors next year. Mr. Brun- 
dage is troubled because he is convinced American 
supremacy will be ended through our failure to de- 
velop distance runners. It has been plainly evident 
in the last two Olympics that in a contest calling for 
great endurance and stamina, the young men carry- 
ing the colors of the United States have been badly 
outclassed by the runners representing north Euro- 
pean countries. 


Mr. Brundage does not believe there is any neetf for 


it. \Ve grow them just as strong and sturdy and 
just as well-equipped physically to stand the brunt 
of a gruelling race. Our lack of distance runners is 
due to a mental condition rather than a physical 
dearth. The race which is long drawn out lacks that 
spectacular element to it which makes the dashes 
and the sprints so attractive. There are few of the 
flashing bursts of speed which bring cheers to the lips 
of spectators. It, is a slow, methodical, rythmic jog 
which fails to impress the ordinary spectator. The 
sport which is most popular in this country today is 
the one which supplies the greatest number of thrills. 
We demand action and color. We want things to 
happen and happen in a hurry. We want to get 
some place within a short time after we start. It 
isn't particularly strange, considering the changes 
which have been so clearly outlined in national life 
in recent years, that the dashes should attract most 
of the ambitious youths who are anxious to win fame 
in track and field, while the distance runs would be 
neglected. A man may be the greatest marathon 
runner m the world but he .will not get half the 
glances of a crack sprinter. 


With the athletes of Germany, Finland, and even 


Great Britain, it is different. There is not the love 
for the spectacular there. There is not the demand 
for action. Europe is willing to plug along and the 
< 


distance runner there is a greater hero than the 
sprinter. 


There is no foundation for suggesting the young 


men are soft, and flabby, and lacking in endurance. 
Physically America is a finer race today than fifty 
or seventy-five years ago. We are living more health- 
fully. We know how to take care of ourselves bet- 
ter than our grandfathers did, or even our fathers. 
We have the facilities to do so. A misplaced empha- 
sis in national life is largely responsible for the dis- 
appearance of distance runners. We have the ma- 
terial and all we need is to awaken the ambition. 
Curiously the same observation might be applied to 
everyday life. Too generally the aim has been for 
the swivel chair and the white collar instead of man- 
ual labor. 


THE HOLIDAY DEATH TOLL. 


The list of Fourth of July deaths and injuries in- 


dicates that the crusade against the sale and use 
of dangerous fireworks is having its effect. 
It also 


shows that while we acquire sanity in one direction 
we become crazier than ever in others. 
While the 


list of deaths from holiday accjdents was the great- 
est in recent years, only six of these were attributable 
to fireworks. This was half as many as occurred the 
previous year. 


The total number of deaths from all causes was 


484, of which 181 were due to drowning, 160 to au- 
tobiie accidents, six to fireworks and 137 to other 
causes. Just one-third of all of the fatalities were 
caused by automobiles, and it goes without saying 
that the greater number of these were the results 
of negligence. It would be impossible to abolish the 
motor car, even if such a course were to be advocat- 
ed, and it seems to be equally impossible to compel 
people to use care in its operation. About the only 
thing that can be done, apparently, is to enforce the 
laws as far as possible and pray and hope. 


Neither can or should people be prevented from go- 


ing into the water. It is significant, however, that 
most of the drownings occurred in places other than 
regularly established 
swimming pools or beaches. 


Trusting oneself in a strange stream or other body 
of water is always dangerous and in doing so even 
good swimmers are apt to lose their lives. 


All over the country the sale or use of fireworks in 


cities is being banned, yet in addition to the six peo- 
ple killed by these explosives, 2,406 were injured. In 
New York City alone there were 1,600 such casual- 
ties, notwithstanding the fact that it is unlawful to 
sell fireworks in that municipality. This would seem 
to indicate that the only way to effectively rid the 
country of this menace is through state laws. 


It should be easier to prevent the bootlegging of 


skyrockets, Roman candles and firecrackers than al- 
most any other thing, for one cannot keep these ar- 
ticles hidden and get any enjoyment at all out of 
them. The country has become pretty well educated 
in regard to the fireworks danger, so it should be 
comparatively easy to get rid of them by legislative 
enactments in the various states. 


"EACH DOG FOR HIMSELF." 


The head of a great industrial enterprise in the 


East carries us back many decades with his views as 
expressed in a booklet prepared for stockholders of 
the company. His attitude probably would have been 
regarded as progressive along about the beginning of 
the Dark ages. Today it is almost unthinkable that 
a business leader with his influence should express 
the economic and social outlook of the "publtc-be- 
damned" days. 


He doesn't come out with a blunt statement telling 


the public where to go. More eloquently, he pre- 
scribes a sugar-coated pill as follows: 


"To me it seems highly desirable that we keep alive 


the old-fashioned individualistic spirit of looking after 
one's self. It is going to be our salvation. It is one 
of our greatest inheritances from the founders of this 
country. If each of us made it our principal busi- 
ness to look after himself 
as well as a reasonably 


prudent man should, there would not be so much 
required of either industry or the state. That is 
what I would define as constructive 'selfishness'" 


That sounds great. It distinctly reminds one of 


political speeches, especially the delicate touch about 
inheritances from the founders of the country 
But 


what does it mean? 


The viewpoint that this captain of industry ex- 


presses is that labor should not look to employers or 
the government for any assistance in times of em°r- 
gency. Labor will be expected to take care of itself 
It is up to the individual to find a job or the means 
of Jiving. Industry can offer no security to the in* 
dividual. 
v 


He c o m p l a i n s that there seems to be the 


the growing tendency to shift to the shoulders of each 
ndustry the burden of providing for those "improvi- 
dent individuals employed by that particular indus- 
try who are unable to care for themselves in times 
of need.'' 
~~ 


"Improvident individuals" undoubtedly means the 


unemployed. 
This captain of industry has saved 


enough to take care of himself during periods of de- 
pression and in his old age. Evidently he is unable 
to understand why laborers who attempt to support 
large families on wages of §15 to $35 
been unable to do the same. 


It's queer that the idea should still exist that only 


the improvident are unemployed. How anyone could 
believe that only the shiftless, ignorant, incapable

that their credit is being impaired 
by reason of a falling off of freight 
receipts and that it is up to the I. 
C. C. to - see that they make "a 
reasonable 
return upon their in- 


vestment." 
"Believe it or not" this is the ter- 
ritory that is to be stuck up lor 
revenue to maintain the credit, of 
the rails and insure the bond and 
stockholders their regular dividends. 
This is the territory where a ton 
and a half of good wheat will now 
buy a ton of good coal. 
Should one be curious to know

Invitation Renewed by 


Britain on Debt Meet 


MacDonald Proposes Conference in 


London for Settlement of 


Technical Points. 


LONDON, July 7 — (ff) — Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald an- 
nounced in the house of commons 
today that the British government 
has renewed its invitation to the 
powers chiefly concerned in car- 
rying out the Hoover moratorium 
plan for a conference at London. 
The purpose of such a meeting 
would be discussion of the points re- 
quiring consideration following the 
agreement 
between the 
United 
States and France. 


Answering a questioner in the 
house, the prime minister said, "as 
already announced in the press, his 
majesty's government last week ap- 
poached the French and American 
governments with the 
suggestion 
that in order to hasten agreement 
over President Hoover's proposal, 
they were ready to hold a meeting 
of representatives of the powers 
chiefly concerned at an early date 
in London. 


U. S. Willing to Attend. 


"Both the French and American 
governments expressed their willing- 
ness to attend such a meeting if di- 
rect negotiations in the meantime 
were not successful. 
"As you are aware, these nego- 
tiations now have resulted iri an 
agreement in principle between the 
United States and France, but have 
left open several important points 
which will have to be discussed be- 
tween the governments chiefly con- 
cerned. 
"His majesty's government ac- 
cordingly are renewing their invi- 
tation for a conference at London." 
ITALY IN ACCORD 
WITH SETTLEMENT 
OF DEBT PROPOSAL 
ROME, July 7—TJP)—The Italian 


government is in sympathetic ac- 
cord with 
the 
Franco-American 
settlement reached at Paris con- 
cerning President Hover's morator- 
ium propceal and is ready to ap- 
prove it if called upon to do so. 
"Italy accepted the Hoover pro- 
posal whole heartedly," a govern- 
ment spokesman said today, "and 
•a-Ul accept the Paris agreement in 
the same spirit." 
Italy is prepared to participate in 
any meeting which may be called to 
put the Hoover plan into practice, 
the spokesman said, adding that so 
far as Italy is concerned the plan 
already is in effect, for she noti- 
fied ner debtor nations last week 
that no payments would be expect- 
ed from them as of July 1, although 
she is prepared to pay her own obli- 
gations if required to. 
All the newspapers in Rome gave 
the Paris accord big headlines to- 
day.

Hoov- 
er's entrance into world politics 
coupled with the appearance in Eur- 
ope of Mellon and Stimson have 
been almost revolutionary develop- 
ments in our history. American en- 
trance into the League of Nations 
undoubtedly will be 'hastened by this 
participation in 
international af- 


fairs. 


In 
the 
economic 
readjustment 


which must come, great changes are 
inevitable. If the moratorium is to 
have any lasting significance, the 
best minds of the world must make 
an effort to organize the interna- 
tional economic chaos which now 
exists. Economically, the world is 
turned upside down. We have a year 
to right it. If nothing is done, more, 
dire and 
painful results will be 


forthcoming than we have yet ex- 
perienced. 


While the United States is mak- 


ing a great direct sacrifice in declar-

war debt suspension, we 


must not forget that France also is 
making a great concession.

She deserves the com- 
mendation of the world for her un- 
selfish act. 


GEORGE HOLMES — The debt

have resulted in eighty-two deaths 
and hundreds of injuries. The sol- 
diers were sent to co-operate with 
Japanese gendarmes in keeping 
order. 


Fifty officers and men were sent 
to Pingyang, where sixty-two Chi- 
nese were slain Sunday and yester- 
day as mobs of infuriated Koreans 
ran. wild.

Extra military guards were thrown 


about all army warehouses, maga- 
zines and armories in Korea. Tokyo 
officials said these had been taken 
as precautionary measures, although 
no large scale anti-Japanese move- 
ment had been reported.

Flies On "Hunches." 


Post is known to his friends as a 
very capable pilot, but one 
who 


often flies on "hunches." Although 
the weather may be perfect for a 
flight, if his "instinct" tells 
him 
that he should not, he absolutely re- 
fuses to go up. 
His friends further say that he 


often flies by "sense of feel" and 
that on cross-country hops he would 
neither look at a compass nor at 
maps. Fortunately he did not rely 
upon this system on his world trip, 
for at times over stretches of the 
flight, the instruments or navigator 
Harold Gatty were all that saved 
the intrepid pilots from serious dev- 
iation from their course.

Wiley also is known as something 


of a "daredevil" although he has

chances until the groundwork has 
been laid thoroughly. 


Doesn't Smoke Or Drink. 


Post is exceptionally thorough in 
his preparations for any under- 
taking. He neither smokes nor drinks 
because lie doesn't believe such hab- 
its fit in well with good flying. He 
keeps himself in good physical trim 
at all times and although he is but 
5 feet 5 inches tall none of the 
menial or physical tasks of flying 
tires him.

Post on the ccast. points out that 
one of the most difficult things a 
flier faces is taking off a ship heav- 
ily laden with gasoline.

, WASHINGTON, July 7—(/P)—Im- 
proved sentiment in business circles 
as a result of the debt moratorium 
prospects \vcrc reported by the com- 
merce department today in its week- 
ly review of world conditions. 


The improvement was especially 


noticeable in European 
countries, 


while the better outlook in South 
America and Asia reported by trade 
commissioners during the last two 
weeks continued. 


"Several countries report improved 


sentiment as a result of the likeli- 
hood of a debt moratorium and ac- 
tual business has been stimulated in 
several regions," 
the 
department 


said, adding: 


"In the United 
Kingdom, after 


notable dullness in the first half of 
June, considerable 
optimism 
de- 


veloped and activity in cotton tex- 
tiles improved. The British embargo 
on livestock imports from the Irish 
Free State owing to foot and mouth 
disease in Northern Ireland has af- 
fected the industry. 


"Hopeful indicators have appeared 


in Italy, including lower unemploy- 
ment, a budget surplus during May 
and a continued reduction of the 
unfavorable trade balance, in addi- 
tion to the effect of the probable 
moratorium. 
'In Hungary domestic textiles im- 


proved and crpps were favorable, al- 
though the financial situation re- 
mains difficult. 
"Seasonal improvement continued 


in Szechoslovakia during June. 


"A further recession has occured 


in Egypt owing to adverse develop- 
ments in cotton. 
"Prospects of a very small wheat 


crop in Canada has depressed con- 
ditions in the prairie provinces. Con- 
ditions otherwise were practically 
unchanged. 
"The situation in Newfoundland 


is not satisfactory, except for active 
paper production. 
"Trade conditions in South Amer- 


ica improved during June, especialy 
with the debt moratorium proposal 
toward the end of the month."
